If they 
are good men, by all means admit them, 
but do pot admit them into the Orange 
ranks merely because thoy are landed gentry 


or clergymen.” 

With respect to the exclusion of the 
Irish bishops trom the House ot Lords, he 
offered some outspoken remarks, which 
were loudly cheered, He sald :— 

“ The bishops of the Established Church 
would be far better at home minding their 
dioceses than occupying seats in the House 
of Lords atter the Church is disestablish- 
ed. We want more practical ministerial 
efforts on the part of the dignitaries of the 
Established Church of Ireland. We want 
more sympathy with the people, we want 
more bympathy with Protestantism, and 
then the Protestants of Ulster and of Ire- 
land will be ready, heart, pocket and band, 
to maintain their orange obligation, and to 
stand by the Protestant ministers. The 
question of the Queen's supremacy in re- 
gard to the Cburch after it 18 disestablished 
and disendowed has been betore the House 
of Commons, The Queen’s supremacy 
means the Prime Minister's supremacy, and 


the Prime Minister's supremacy means the 
supremacy of Archbishop Cullen; and 
I, for one, will beno party to keeping up 
the sham of Royal supremacy in the dis- 
established and disendowed Church,” 

He justified the holding of such demon- 
strations on the 12th of July in the follow- 
ing passage :— 

“For what object do we follow our 
Orange banners, and listen to our music of 
‘The Protestant Boys, and ‘The Boyne 
Water?’ Itis not boastful or arrogant ex~ 
ultation over the defeat of those who were 
vangiished atDerry and the Boyne, It is 
not in hostile opposition to our Catholic 
fellow-countrymen, Itis simply and solely 
to declare that the principles of Protestant- 
ism are the principles of the Bible ; t 
the principles of Orangeism are the princi- 
ples of Protestantism ; that the enn 
institution is the ark that shrines the sacred 
deposit and sacred principles; and that 
our processions and demonstrations are the 
outward and visible sign to all whom it 
may concern that Christianity and Pro- 
testantism exist in full force to the Inst 
hour. William of Orange came across the 
sea in atwofold capacity—-to protect the 
lives of beleaguered Protestants in Ireland, 
and to secure civil and religious liberty for 
the three kingdoms, In vindication of 
that civil and religious liberty we meet 
here to-day under the orange and blue 
banner, The blue represents the old true 
blue banner of the covenant of Scotland, 
and the orange the color of Orange Wil- 
liam. While we claim for ourselves perfect 
freedom, and we shall challenge any gov 
ernment or parliament to take itaway from 
us, we are perfectly prepared to concede 
the same to all classes of our countrymen ; 
and those who would not accord to Outho- 
lics the same privileges we claim ourselves 
are acting hostile to the spirit of Protes- 
tantism, and hostile to the Orange institu- 
tions. No subject of regret during the 
past year has caused me more anxiety and 
annoyance than the action of some people 
who called themselves Protestants, and 
fired upon the Roman Catholics on Patrick's 
day nt Poyniz Pass. These people have 
stood more in the way of the repeal of the 
Party Processiona Act—they haye been 
worse foes of Protestantism aud Orangeism 
—than the Roman Catholics who went out 
on that day and walked.” 

The meoting was then addressed by Mr, 
W. McCormick, secretary to the Grand 
Orange Lodge, Belfast ; Mr. W. H. Cham- 
bre, who warned England that she could 
no longer depend upon the allegiance of 
the North, that they were now open to act 
as they pleased; Mr, W. .Dawson, district 
master of Killyman, who complained that 
the government had sent, troops into the 
North to shoot down Orangemen; Mr. Wy 
McDavid; and others. Resolutions were 
passed ngainst the Church Bill and Pro- 
cesmons Act. When Mr, Jobnaton lett the 
platform he was carried by the crowd to 
bis carriage. : 

A People who Never Heard of 
England. 


It can hardly be believed that there isa 
people on the faco of the!globe that has 
not heard of England sud-seen an Englislt- 
wan, yet such isa fact. ‘Mr. Wullate,io his 
most interesting and instructive volume 
Just published, giving an’ account of the 
Malay Arobipelago and bis eight years’ 
residence in and among the East India Is- 
lands, presents his’ readers with much that 
is new. Among the’ places visited by him 
were the Avu Islands, a pour lying south 
of the Western end of the great Island of 
Papua or New Guisoa, betweon the 194th 
and 186th degrees of longitude east of 
Greenwich. The largest island of the Broup 
is nearly a hundred milea in length on 
fifty in breadth, and is populated by a race 
known ad the Papuans, superior in point of 
intellect to the Malay race, 

Mr, Wallace spent several months among 
this people in making collections of bird~ 
skins, insects, and other objects of natural 
history. He learned to speak the Malay 
and some other languages, aud everywhere 
troated the natives with great Kindness. 
He employed them to shoot birds and col- 
lect insects for him, always paying them 
what they conaidured liberally for thelr 
sorvices, Tis conduct towards them is 90 
different from that which they bad beeo 
accustomed to receive from the Dutob and 
Malay traders, that they were puzzled to 
know who he was, where he cAmé'from, 
and his object in collecting such things ne 
shells, bird.skins, buttertlies, beetles pod 
other inaccta, 

One day, he says, “two or threo of them 
got around me and begged me for the 
twentieth time to tell them the name of 
my country, Thon as they could not pro- 
pounce thé name of England they insisted 
that I was deceiving them, One of them 
became very indignant: in hin offorts to 

yronounce the name, * Ung! ung!! anid 
ei ‘who over heard of such a name? laug: 
lang—angor-lnng,—that can't be the name 
of your country; you are joking with mu. 
Then he tried to give a convincing illustra: 
tion; My country le Wanumbai - any one 
can say Waouinbal, I'm an orang Wan= 
umbal, but Unglung,or N glang! (meaning 
England) who over heard of auch a name? 
Now do tell us tho real name of your coun 
try and then when you are gone wo abal 
know how to talk about you,’ Wo this 
luminous argument and remonstrance I 
could oppose nothing but assertion,and tie 
whole party remained firmly convinoed 
that I was, for some reason or other, dé= 
celving thom, They then attacked me on 
anothor point—what all the animals and 
birds and foseots and shells were eo oare= 


fully preserved fort They had often asked 


me this before,and I had to explain to them 
that they would be stuffed, made to lool 
asif alive, and the people in my country 
would goto look at them, But this was 
not satisfying ; in my country there are 
better things to look at, and they couldnot 
believe that I would take so much trouble 
with their birda and bensts, just for people 
to look at.”

Weatern Items, 


From a Correspondent. 


Leavenwonrtn, July 24th, 1809. 

After my long and tedious journey I ar- 
rived here yesterday afternoon, thoroughly 
tired and with my desire for railroad trayel- 
ling fully satiated. 

The journey through Canada was decid- 
edly the most pleasant part of my trip. 
The cars were not so uncomfortably crowd- 
ed as they were on the American side, nor 
Was the weather so warm there as it was 
on this side, 

From Toronto to Port Huron, as seen 
from the cars, grain looks decidedly better 
than any I have eeen on the road between 
Belleville and this cityexcept in that small 
tract of country lying between Cameron and 
8t. Joseph, in Missouri. On account of the 
frequency of rain, the grain appears short 
and heayy, but the land being hilly the 
storms have not had such a disastrous effect 
on the crops as they have had in 
Michigan, along the line of the Central, 
Northern Indiana, Illinois and North- 
eastern Missour: Railways. 

From Michigan City to Chicago, a great 
deal of the country is under water, and the 
best grain that I saw there * Corn,” was 
not more than two and one halt feet high. 
Wheat ‘in that section of the country is a 
decided dailure, having become * scabbed.” 

From Chicago to Windota, on the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy R. R,, which 
by the way, is certainly the best Railroad 
I have ever gone over, the country isin the 
same bad predicament as that between the 
two cities I have just mentioned. In the 
vicinity of Windota, the grain becomes 
rolling, and I saw in that vicinity the best 
grain between Chicago and Quincy. 

T arrived in Quincy about nine o'clock on 
Thursday evening and crossed the Mississ- 
ippi on the new railroad bridge, Arriving 
on the Missouri side of the river we do a 
little of what 18 called by one of my fellow- 
passengers, ‘steamboating on the cars.” 
The “Father of waters” here has inun- 
dated the country for about four miles.— 
The rails of the track in’ some places are 
from about three inches to oyer three feet ; 
in fact the lower step of the car is Milly 
three inches uuder water, and the train 
moves just us fast through itas it does 
when the road is perfectly clear. My sen- 
sations whilst riding over that portion of 
the road, can be better imagined than des- 
cribed, for during the time we were ‘‘steam- 
boating” I stood on the platform of the 
car ready to jump off in case occasion re- 
quired it. Happily for us, however, no 
accident happened, 

From Cameron to St. Joseph I saw splen- 
did Corn, standing fully from five to seven 
feet bigh. Oats and Barley ; the latter 
looks decidedly better in Canada than 
any T have seen here, 

From St. Jozeph to Weston, seven miles 
from this city, a great tract of the country 
is under water, caused by the Missouri 
River overflowing ita banks, and some of 
the Railroad was, I am informed, washed 
away only as late as last Wednesday, The 
road is now in perfect running order, that 
isas is understood here. On the whole 
my journey, though very tiresome, was at 
the same time a pleasant ove, am, 

In my next I will give you description 
ot the city and country adjacent to it, the 
crops, &c.

that if, with their present simple process, 
they baye realised six dollars # ton, I take 
it a8 a proof thatthe vein contains not far 
from shies times that amount. Indeed, 
from what I have sun of that vein, I am 
‘atisfed that @ hundred men might be ad— 
vantageously employed there; makiog good 
wages for themaclyce and fortuves for their 
employers, were there but a suitable mill 
there et sufficient power to work up the 
rock, We have amongst us at least, ono 
gentleman whore skill and experience fully 
qualify him to erect and work auch a mill, 
‘od from moyements now on foot, we trust 
bat that gentleman will soon hive an op- 
portunity of showing the country what sort 
of a Mill we require to make gold mining 
‘a success in North Hastings.

“ Overtrading. 


The lesson of oyer-trading which so 
many wholesale merchants in Montreal huve 
learned to their cost, does not seem to have 
produced much effect. While protesting 
that their importations this year would not 
be anytbing like the amounts of former 


years, it turns out that they are actually 
importing more than last year. Returns 
show that during the last three months they 
have brought into the country $1,153,197 
of leading dry goods, against $1,127,257 
for the same period lust year. The total 
importations of duitable gouds for the same 
time this year were, $5,309,227 against 
$4462,477 in a like period last year. ‘This 
does not look much like protiting by the 
lessons which so many wholesale men have 
dearly purchased.

It’s a good rule to buy only 
what is needed for present wants. If the 
crop turns out to bens good as expected, 
and prices are good, and good times are 
experienced, it isa very easy matter to 
replenish when the stocks are cleared out. 
Above all, let those who are preparing to 
rush into business uader the excitement of 
good times carefully survey the ground, 
and be certain there is room for a safe and 
profitable business before embarking there: 
in. A little care now will save many & 
sbipwreck before a twelve month or two

The Talked of Fenian Raid, 


The New York World has been making 
enquiries about the alleged preparations 
for another Fenian Raid,~wnd—s_of the 
opinion that there is trouble brewing. Of 
course,its opinion may not be worth much, 
and in all probability ita statements are 
exaggerated, but when the Premier of the 
country, who is supposed to be acquainted 
with the moyements and designs of this 


organization,goes so far as to sy that that 
Organization is as active as ever, there is 
very likely some ground for believing that 
the Fenians are making some preparations 
fora movement. The World tells us in 
the firat place that thero is to be a meeting 
of the Fenian magnates in bigh Council as 
early as the 10th of August, and surmises 
that steps will ten be taken for develop- 
ments in September and October next,— 
Its reporter visited the Fenian head-quar- 
ters in New York, and he tells us that there 
Was convincing evidence that there was 
quite a revival inthe life and energy of 
the organization, During the winter the 
report goes on to say, but few pursoos 
Were seon entering or departing from the 
premises, and with the exception of the 
few clerks attending to the dull and idle 
routine of business, the place seemed al 
moat deserted. Fora week or two Intel 
however, this has all changed. Numbers 
of persons are constantly entering and de 
parting, the clerks are busily engaged in 
the manipulation of documenta, books, &c., 
and the leaders of the Brotherhood appear 
as bright and energetic as schoolboys at 
rocess- time, 

The appearance of things in the building 
id to be significant of active and war 
like operations, Stands of arms, packages

price of gold reached 187} and declined 
to 1864. A Canadian Bank official, recent- 
ly arrived on a visit to the city, has gone 
into the gold-gambling business to an ex- 
tent which rivals the transactions of our 
most reckless stock-jobbing cliques. 'To- 
day this official sold, for account of the 
Cunada Bank, it is said, $2,600,000 gold, 
with the yiew of breaking the whole 
market and buying back again at a lower 
price. The Bills of exchange of this Can- 
ada bank bave been of sale lately, even be- 
low the market quotations, on account of 
the general reputation enjoyed by the 
Bank of speculating in gold and exchange, 
The transactions of to-day have been the 
topic of discussion among bankers and 
merchants, and the natural result is not 
favorable to the credit of their bills. The 
demoralization among all classes, more es- 
pecially with the rich or those who enjoy 
large credit, is so widely spread that there 
is scarcely any amount of failures or defal 
cations which the public is not prepared to 
believe possible, A bank or firm that 
offers its peor bills, or promises to 
pay, in exchange for the cash of the com- 
munity, has no right to speculate; or, if 
they do, then are they unworthy of credit, 
and the public are certain to prefer the bills 
of those who possess a different reputation.” 

Other New York journals comment upon 
the operation of this speculation official in 
a not very complimentary manner, The 
World of the 80th says :— The average 
price at which the gold was sold was about 
1864, and it was all bought back again 
yesterday and to-day without any loss or 
profit, The profit or loss on a gold gamb- 
ing transaction is not, however the point 
for the stockholders in a bank to consider, 
The question ia “whether gold gambling 
in New York comes within the scope of a 
legitimate Canada banking business,” and, 
“if'so, how long will the capital of the 
bank remain intact?” Any departure from 
legitimate banking on the part of tho 
manager of any bank will naturally injure 
its credit, and, as all experience has 
shown generally ends in disastrous losses,” 

The question has been asked and very 
pertinently ; Is it for this that the Mon- 
treal Bank was chartered? Is it for this 
that it has been granted special and ex- 
traordinary privileges? To he permitted 
to withdraw its capital and deposits from 
the Dominion, to be employed in such 
reckless wholesale gambling transactions 
as are referred to, seems to us aA most un- 
warrantable exercise of power, and 
Altogether at variance with the object 
for which the Bank is established,— 
Apart from the mere question of 
withdrawing so much money from 
the country, it is nothing short of 
criminality of the worst charac- 
ter, for one of our Bank officials to play 
such a wild game orchance amongst the 
sharpers of Wall Street, and to practice 
the deception which King resorted to in 
his operations, Such a course may prove 
successful for a time,but in the end 13 very 
likely to result in rain.

Death of Captain James. 


Wo deeply regret to record the death of 
Captain GrorGr James, late Chief of Po- 
lice for the Town of Belleville, which event 
took place Wednesday, July 28. Capt. James 
Was ainan of more than ordinary talents, 
and like a great many, his real worth was 
not properly appreciated by the community 
in which he lived, From ao circular issued 
some time since we learn that Oapt, James 
joined tho Irish constabulary in October, 
1887 ; promoted acting constable, June, 1840 ; 
constable, September, 1840; head constable, 
February, 1848; resigned, 81st March, 1855, 
Joined the Land Transport Corps, 1st April 
following} promoted l'roop Sorgexut Major, 
6th April, 1855 ; embarked for the Crimea on 
10th May, 1855; present at the final bom- 
bardment and capture of Sebastopol, on the 
8th of September; commissioned as Cornet, 
Qist October, 1855 ; nominated Adjutant of 
the left Wing, 31st December ; andGazetted 
Lieutenant, let February, 1856; retired on 
half pay on reduction of the Corpg, let April, 
1857; gazetted na Lieutenant to Military 
Train In September, 1859 ; served in camp at 
Aldershot until October, 1859; retired by 
sale of Commission. 

He came to this country some yours ago 
and settled on the Hastings Road, Subse- 
quently he removed to Bolleville, when he 
was appointed Chief of Police, which position 
ho held until about a year ago, and which he 
filled with credit to iitaselt and with very 

eneral satisfaction to the public. He had 
ficen Ill from dropay for some montha past, 
and gradually sank until Wednesday evening 
when death put an end to his sufferings, At 
the time of his death he occupied the position 
of Quarter Master of the 49th Battalion, an 
office which he was peculiarly well qualified 
to fill, He was buried this afternoon with 
PASE honora,thw Belleville Rifle Company, 
Capt. Hambly, acting as a firing party. Capt. 
Jamos made a good many frienda during his 
residence here, and his death is universally 
rogrotted, 

At the funeral of the late Captain James, a 
quad of the Grand ‘Trunk Rifle Company, 
voder Capt, Nunn, joined in with Capt 
Hambly’s Company, of the 40th, to form a 
firing party. A number of the volunteers 
of the 16th Battalion also turned out, as well

Let me 
again look at this lictle part of the world 
as partially, aye, very partially seen. 

When Liverpool is first seen, that which 
strikes the eye with wonder and amaze- 
ment, is the forest of masts that presents 
itself, and as you approach the city the 
wonder is notin the least diminished.— 
Not only safely ensconced in the docks, are 
to be seen these numerous ships, but as far 
as the eye can reach down the Mersey, are 
these evidences of commerce, presented to 
the view. This view is only equalled by the 
miles of docks that have been built of solid 
masonry for the accommodation of ships 
that visit the port, Of these the Canada 
dock is not the least imposing, and the 
only one of which I shall attempt even an 
outline, which will serve to give an idea 
of the trade of Canada to this port alone, 
ag well as the extent of the dockage in 
Liverpool, for it must be remembered that 
the Canada trade is but a mitein this great 
shipping port. The Canada dock is about 
1400 feet long, and contains a water area of 
17 acres 4,043 yards, It is connected with 
the Huskisson dock by two separate pass~ 
ages, one of which is 80 and the other 50 
feet wide, On its eastward margin it has 
a sloping quay for the purpose of unloading 
timber. Besides its connection with Hus- 
kisson dock the Canada dock communicates 
with the river by ® lock called the Canada 
Lock, 660 feet long and 876 wide. The 
Canada Lock is 100 feet wide and 500 feet 
long. The gat@at each end are enormous, 
but are worked with great ease, so perfect 
is the opening and closing machinery.— 
There is now completed a half tidadooley 
Which 1s Iandwards of the Canada basin, 
from the centre of which is an entrance of 
60 feet wide. The half tido dock is 500 
feet long by 850 feet wide, and the water 
area is 4 acres 84 yards, To the eastward 
of the half tide dock two long narrow docks 
stretch inland, each of which is 800 yards. 
These docks are in use for the carrying 
trade, one is 140 feet wide, having o water 
area of two acres 2,704 yards; the other 
100 feet wide with a water area of one acre 
4,048 yards, There is a passage 40 feet in 
width from each of them, communicating 
with the half tide dock, The quay between 
the docks is 950 feet long by 200 feet wide, 
while on the northern and southern sides 
they have 1,000 feet by 90 feet of quay 
space, To the north-eastward of the Onr- 
rier’a dock, in front of a building which 
formerly stood on the shore known as 
“Miller's Castle,” there iv an extensive 
arca coclosed asa dock yard; to the north 
ward of itis a large space of ground which 
ia to be used as a timber yard, having a 
width of 700 feet. Botween this space and 
the sea wall there is an area of 65 acres in 
extent, which is to be used asa floating 
timber dock, At the Canada clock end of 
this dock,is to be a line of railway crossing

Olean cultivation is a most important 
part of berry growing. Grass, weeds and 
plants cannot ull flourish upon the same 
ground, Plants to produce large berries 
must have the room and the benefit of all 
the fertilizing properties of the soil, and 
those also applied. Fine fruit will always 
command remunerative prices, 

The following recipe will preserve all 
kinds of grain and garden seeds from the 
ravages of cut-worms, birds, etc.: Ono 
pound sulphate of iron, one pound aloes. 
Dissolve in water heated to ninety or nine 
ty-fiye degrees, and pour oyer one bushel 
of grain, and in a similar proportion for a 
greater or lesser quantity, 

Twelve cows, if fair milkers, on good 
feed, should make during the season 5,000 
pounds of cheese, and some butter besides, 
This is only & moderate estimate, but it 
will be sufficient, perhaps, to show the 
amount of money that can be turned from 
them. If we put the price ot cheese at fif- 
teun cents per pound, the 6,000 pounds 
would come to seven hundred and fitty 
dollars, A comparative eatimate may be 
made from this, whether grain growing or 
the dairy will bring the most money, 

A hog, saya the Rural World, does not 
sweat like a horse or a man, but through 
the foreleg. There is a spot on each, just 
below the Icnee, in the form of a seive,— 
Through this, the sweat passes off, and it 
is necessary that these be kept open. If it 
gets closed, as ls sometimes the case, the 
hog will get sick, he will appear stift and 
cramped, and, unless he gots relief, it will 
wo hard with him. To cure him, just open 
the pores, This is done by rubbing tho 
spot with a corn cob, and washing with 
warm water,

A correspondent sends us the following 
scraps of useful and interesting informat ion 
which we lay before our readers 
Cucumbers ¥or ProKiEs.—Instead of 
putting the little cucumbers in strong brine 
ag is usually done, a layer of salt should be 
placed in the bottom of a tub or crock, on 
Which a layer of cucumbers, then a layer 
ofsalt, and so on, On the top of all 
is placed a heavy stone to press well down: 
Cucumbers prepared in this way retain both 
their colour and their firmness, and will 
fetch three times as much in the market aa 
the shrunken yellow things done in brine. 
String Brans.—Now js the time to 
think of preparing string beans for winter 
use, They are treated just as cucumbers 
are, above, They keep in that way per- 
fectly the year round, and when cooked 
in the winter, colour, flavor and tenderness 
are exactly as on the day they were pluck- 
ed,

respondent of the Rochester Hxpress says 
that ‘to prevent the currant slug on cur- 
rant bushes, persons haye only to mulch 
thoroughly all the ground under the bush- 
es with anthracite coal ashes. This should 
be done late in the autumn, or early in the 
spring of the year, before the bushes leave 
out, «3 the worm that feeds on the leaves 
after ita growth drops off and goes into the 
earth immediately under the bushes, The 
grub, when it comes up to change into a 
fly, cannot make its way through this 
course, sharp, gritty ash-heap, and perishes 
there, Thus far my bushes are unmolested 
by fly or slug this year; while last year 
they were almost entirely stripped of their 
leaves by slugs, An easy and cheap reme- 
dy, surely. 

How To Mivx.—Prof. Law, of the Cor- 
nell University, in a treatise on “ parget” 
and its cause, says: * Diseases of the teats 
will sometimes induce garget, as when they 
have been injured by the reckless use of 
teat tubes, orif the milk is only partly 
drawn off, in consequence of open sores, 
resulting from foot and mouth disease, cow 
pox or warty growths. But the retention 
of milk in the udder is not the only evil 
attendant on bad milking. Some milkers 
seize the root of the teat between the thumb 
and the forefinger, and then drag upon it 
untilit slips out of their grasp. In this 
way, teat and udder aresubjected to severe 
traction for an indefinite number of times, 
and in rude hands, are often severely in— 
jured. The proper mode of milking is to 
take the teat in the entire hand, and after 
pressing it upward, that it may be filled 
from the capacious milk reservoir above, to 
compress it first at the base between the 
thumb and the forefinger, then successively 
by each of the three succeeding fingers, 
until completely emptied. The teat is at 
the same time gently drawn upon, but any 
severe action is altogether unnecessary and 
highly injurious, These remarks on the 
mode of milking, and those on milking 
clean, are of more moment than many at 
first suppose ; and in some localities more 
cows are ruined from faults of this kind 
than from all other causes which act speci- 
ally on the udder.” 


—- 
How to Make Good Butter, 
In making good butter, there are several 

operations to be gone through with, which 

require an ye to cleanliness, and some little 
experience, 

1, On milking clean, fast, yet gently, regu- 
larly twice a day, depends the success of tho 
dairyman. Bad milkers should not be tole- 
rated in a herd ; better pay double the price 
for good ones. 

2. Straining ia quite simple, but it should 
be borne in mind that two pans about half 
fulleach will produce a greater amount of 
creamthanthe same amountif in but one 
pan. The reason of thisisin tho greater 
surface, 

8, Scalding is quite an important feature in 
the way of making butter. ‘Lhe cream risea 
much quicker, milk keeps much longer, the 
butter is of a better color, and also churns in 
one half the time, 

4. Skimming should always be done before 
the-mille-hasomastlopperad.;.otherwivo muck 
of the cream turnsinto the whey and ia lost, 

6, Churning, whether by hand or other- 
wise, should occupy forty or fifty minutes, 

6, Washing in cold, soft water, is one of its 
preserving qualities, and should be continued 
until it shows no color, ofthe milk by the 
use of the ladle. Very hard water is highly 
charged with lime,and mustin a measure 
impart to it alkaline properties. 

7, Salting is necessarily done with the best 
kind of ground salt. Tlie quantity varies ac- 
cording to the statein which it is taken from 
the churn : if soft, more; if hard, less, al- 
ways taking the taste forthe surest guide, 

4. Firat working, after about twenty-four 
hours, js for the purpose of giving it a 
greater compactness 

9. Second working takes place at the time 
of packing, and when the butter has dissoly- 
ed the salt, that the brine imay be worked 
out, 

10, Packing is done with the hands or with 
a butterinall, and when butter is put Into 
wooden vensels, they should be soaked two 
or three dayain strong brine before using. 
After ench packing, cover the butter with a 
wet cloth, and put a layer of salt upon it, In 
this way the salt can be easily removed ut 
any time, by almply taking hold of the edges 
of the cloth, 

Butter made inthis way will Koop any 
length of time required.— Vermont Harmer. 
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We employ pens too little as a farm crop

A Wine Brsper.—Every one knows that 
if he leaves a little sherry in the bottom of 
glass in aummer a host of yery small flies 
willdrown themselves init. These flies 
area perfectly distinct species from the 
house fly, but you never see them by any 
chance, except in the sherry. Where they 
come from is a mystery. 


A Revolution in Steam Engines, 


‘The Jersey City ‘Times’ has a description 
of a machine, now {n operation in that city, 
which is destined to work a revolution tn 
one department of mechanical industry— 
namely, a new steam engine, which, one 
quarter of the weight, and occupying one 
quarter of the space required for an ordi- 
nary ten horse engine, will give the same 
power with 25 per cent leas fuel. 

This little machine sets at defiance all pre- 
conceived notions on the subject. Its motive 
power is all contained withip the circumfer- 
ence of a broad, stout wheel, about three feet 
in diameter, revolving upon a hollow shaft 
which receives the steam and delivers it al- 
ternately into two opposite reciprocal cylin— 
ders, and fixed between the centre and the 
periphery. The power, therefore, instead of 
being at the centre, presents a singular 
anomaly of being at the circumference. Or, 
in other words, the true centre of power is at

Pounded sulphur, cold water, and brush, 
Make a paste of pounded sulpher and cold 
water ; wet the hat or bonnet, and cover It 
with the paste till you do not see the straw. 
Rub hard, Hang the hat uptodry, When 
dry, brush the sulphur off with a brush till 
the straw gets beautifully white. Thisme- 
thod is easier than the sulphur bleaching box 
and can be done very quickly.

Ick Cream.—Sweeten und flavor the 
Cream to taste; put it into a tin for the 
purpose, with a close cover, set it into a 
tub of ice that is brokeh to pieces, with a 
good quantity of salt; when the cream 
thickens round the edge, stir it and keep 
stirring it tillof a PrOkes thickness. There 
are many improved ice cream freezers as 
they are styled, but we fear they are liable 
to get out of order, and in our experience, 
we haye found none so good as the old- 
fashioned kind, which may be bought at 
Buy tin shop.

AORICULTURAL CAPABILITIES OF THE 
COUNTRY : 


T am satisfied that the agricultural ca- 
pacity ofthis part of tle country has never 
been properly understood, The teeming 
waters of the Obaleurs and the vast forests 
combined with the absence of the neces- 
Sary facilities forgetting agricultural pro- 
duce to market, haye tended to make the 
population mainly fishermen and lumber- 
mon, and looking upon the land as only 
necessary to be worked to an extent suf- 
floient|to supply them with potatoes, a lit- 
tle corn and such like, Farming has con- 
sequeiitly been neglected, but there is no 
part of the Dominion where potatoes, bar- 
ley, onts, coarse grain of all kin 
crops, and grain in certain localities, can 
be grown better or cheaper than in the 
valley of the Restigouche, the north shore 
of the Bay of Chaleurs, and the country 
between Dalhousie and Bathurst and 1b 
the Miramichi district. We saw many 
farms where the crops were most excellent, 
the cultivation exceedingly good, and the 
soil naturally productive, There ia a large 
Uren-ef-sountry of sehgh’ bis description. 
is perfectly correct, an Duar can be no 
doubt that after the Interoolonial Railway 
has been opened a few yodrs, and it lds 
Drobgnt the country into notice, and pro- 
vided a market for its surplus productions, 
that a gréat change will be seen, and that 
the local traffic upon the railway. will be 
very much greater than any one hitherto 
has ventured to suppose,

A Deadly Weapo 


To the Editor of the Daily Intelligencer. 

Sir,—Having beon called upon to witness 
the trial of a most formidable and destru ¢ 
tive weapon, invented by David Dafoe, of the 
Township of Sidney, I procucded to the place 
of appolotment ; here l met with Capt, 8, H.

Weeding spud, and cut up buttercups,dais- 
ies, dock, asters, thistles, weeds and that 
all may then be distinctly seen, cutting two 
or three inches under the crowns, and lift- 
ing them out. Many woody plants may be 
seryed the same way in the fence rc ws and 
elsewhere, and running briers, rose- bushes, 
ete., should haye like treatment wherever 
foand, Weeds should be mown and con- 
signed to the pig-sty if not gone to seed, 
in which case let them dry and burn them. 
Roor Crops need weeding, and probably 
severe thinning, Too many turnip plants 
are just as bad as weeds to the few that 
ought to occupy the ground; they grow 
smull, and strong, and tough, when crowd- 
‘ed. The growth of all root crops should 
be from the start. It is a poor plan to 
wait until the roota are beginning to fill 
out before weeding as itis to wait for the 
weeds to get a foot high before hoeing.— 
Keep all clean, and allow room to grow. 


GRAs3.—There may be alittle late grass 
to cnt for hay, but July should have sven 
the first crop of grass well out of the way, 
and the aftermath will hardly be fit to cus 
before the last of August or first of Sep- 
tember, Manuring grass land is in season, 
Every day’s delay is a loss, the best time 
to top dress grass land is the day after the 
hay is taken home; the poorest time, in 
the spring. 

Workina Anmrats need good feed it 
they are put to hard labor, If possible 
turn them out to grass for a few weeks, to 
be ready for autumn work, Oxen’ ought 
to have good long** noon spells.” Horses 
stand great heat better ; a good driver will 
give his team drink as often as he drinks 
himself, Work horses will be greatly re- 
freshed by beingturned inte the pasture 
48 soon as they ure cooled off and fea, and 
left out over night, 


_ Srrivo Guar.—Harvest before the grain 
is dead ripe, unless it is required for seed. 
Oats, especially ought not to stand too long, 
for the straw loses in feeding value greatly, 
and the grain gains nothing. The rule is 
to cut when two-thirds of the heads haye 
turned yellowish. 


Cows will fall off rapidly in milk voless 
great pains aro taken to keep them up.-- 
Corn fodder should be cat and fed daily ;
